of tho war at that time was very heavy 
upon mo 
I lay there for some time, 


absorbed in my own thoughts and 
looking up at tho fragments of blue 
sky seen through the, leaves of the 
trees I heard some persons applrbacn, 
heard them sit down op one of the 
bonchos near, and I tnroed ray hfcad 
carelessly to seo who the intruders 
were 
1 saw at a glance that my visi- 


tors wcie President Lincoln and his 
wifo 
I sprdnp to my feet, gav6 a 


military salute andstarteU away. The 
President returned tbo salute w}th nn 
a\\ kward sweep ol his long, ilhgalnly 
arm, nnd said. 'Don't go. What is 
your regiment?' When 1 bad told him 
that I belonged to the Fifteenth Mas- 
sachusetts, and had ansWfircd some 
other questions as to what service I 
had scon, he asked. 
"Are you going 


to re-enlist?' I said, 'No, not immed- 
iately, I want to go home in time to 
vote for your re-election ' 
He smiled, 


turned to Mrs Lincoln and said in old- 
fashioned kindness 
'There, mother, 


you soe. that's the way all my boys 
feel 
Then ho turned to me nnd said 


with tender seriousness 
'I am very 


glad to know that tho soldiers who 
havo done such bard work m the ue'ld 
feol that way. We all are bearing our 
bimlcns in this war, and I only hope 
that I may bear mine as patiently and 
hopefully as do tho bojs who carry 
tho rifles ' Thon he shook my hand 
and said 'Good-by,' and after I bad 
stepped away some eight or ten feet 
lalseJ again" hi8 long arm and gave 
another military salute, with a smile 
on 'us fare that will stay with mo 
through all my life
